Dear Mr Lazenby~-: 

Having regard to the psy¢he-logical reactions 
of the pupils, as well as the reactions on the disposition of the 
teacher, I would say that the interior conditions of the school are 
far from inspiring. In fact they are rather depressing. I shall try 
to make the pictire a bit clearer. 


The school is a log structure, on cement found- 
ation, boarded gables, shingled roof. All is good material, flooring 
good, and ceiling of matehédlimbers Inside dimensions are-: Length 
30 feet width 20 feet height of wall from floor to ceiling 8 feet. 


The logs are plastered along the cracks, and the 
whole lime washed. However, the trouble is that plaster drops out 
continually and limeewash rubs off easily. The ceiling was long ago 
painted a dull grey, and never repainted. 


fhere is on the West side only 40' Sq feet of 
window light. On the east side there is none at all. There is only 
50 sq feet of black board, this on north end. There are only nine 
double desks, the same being in the last stages of dissolution. They 
hold together by the grace of fish cord bindings and fish box rein- 
forcement. One seat consists of an empty biscuit box. To the best 
of my information these desks are about forty years old. 


I would suggest that the walls be stripped with 
1lx2 inch boards 2 feet apart, then lined with shiplap, a layer of 
building paper and the whole covered with Ten Test. On the east wall 
there should be at least 60 sq feet of Black board and the old black 
board on the North wall renewed. There should also be four transom 
windows high up on the east wall. This for added light and ventilation. 

Should the above suggested improvements receive 
favourable consideration, I attach for your convenience a list of 
approximate quantities of materials required for the work.

In reply to yours of the 10th inst, I beg to say 
that I approve of the appointment of Mrs.v¥. Gall as teacher 
of the Jack River Anglican Indian Day School in succession 
to Miss EZ. Finlayson, 


ith regard to Mr.Walter's request that, in order to 
save time, cheques in payment of the teacher's salary be 
sent direct to him and that he could then enderse and hand 
them to the teacher,-There are several reasons why I think 
it advisable to make me change in procedure in this regard. 
In the first placé as you sre aware it is found advisable 
often that the missionary should be also the teacher, in 
which case the tee salary from the Department is only a port- 
ion of the stipend of the missionary who receives his full 
stipend each quarter cut of Diccesan Funds, the Department's 
cheque acting as a refund for payments already made. While 
there is no likelihood of a change in this regard in the near 
future, should the present missionary be changed it would 
be a very likely action if we could get a qualified missiona 
ary as teacher, especially in view of the fact that the tea- 
cher has to live with the missionary. 

In the second place as you are aware the school in Ind- 
ian missions is under the church carrying on the mission and 
is part ef the missionary administration and is so recog- 
nized by the “epartment. The fact that the salary is paid 
by the Department through the Diocesan authorities rather 
than through the local missionary makes this plain to the 
teacher, and constitutes an important link between the Church 
authorities, the Department, and the teacher. 

I have written to Mr.Walteor «ith regard to the third 
point, the saving of time, that this would be better accom- 
plished if the teacher would open an account in a bank to 
whick the salary should be sent as the chief delay is caused 
by the remoteness of the school from banking facilities, and 
also for six months of the year from a Post Office, other 
than the isolated Post Office at Norway House. 

For these reasons I think a change is inadvisable.

I beg to report that on the 135th instant 
I inspected the Jack River Church of England Indian 
Day School. 


This is a combined school, there being 36 
pupils on the ro&@l, 18 of which are Indian, and 18 
non-Indian. All 56 pupils were present on the day 
of my visit, and the register was marked up to date. 


The teacher, Miss Wvelyn Cope, is efficient, 
and with the exception of one pupil who appears to be 
mentaily sub-normal, teacher and pupils are making good 
progress. 


There is a shortage of pupils' desks at this 
school, and several of the pupils were sitting on up- 
turned biscuit boxes, and using desks improvised from 
biscuit boxes and old boards. It was noticable that 
the pupils who are sitting on the biscuit boxes were 
physically tired before the close of the school day, 
and under these circumstances the cannot be expected 
to do good work. This also reflects on the teacher 
as she cannot possibly get as good results from such 
pupils. There are, however, sufficient desks to 
accomodate the strictly Indian pupils. I am of the 
opinion that one of three policies should be adopted 
in connection with this school, namely; Provide eight 
or ten new double desks; limit the pupilage to about 
20 to 24; or exclude all non-Indian children. 


I understand that the Manitoba Provincial 
Government makes a grant for this school, yearly, though 
what the amount of the grant is, I do not know, but I 
believe it is not very much. If it is desired to 
continue this school as at present, and accomodate these 
non-Indian children, might not the Provincial Government 
be approached with a view to having them bear at least a 
fair portion of the cost of new desks. 


The inside walls of this school would be much 
the better for either painting or lime-washing, to brigh@en 
the room up. At present, they are very dirty, and 
depressing.

There were, however, ouf- 
fieient decks to aecewmodate the strictly Indian pupile, but 
eight or Sen new double deske ore required for the non- Indian 
pupils. 


This Department understands that your Department 
makes @ grant towards teacher's salary.

of Wngland Day School. 


On the day of my visit, there were 29 pupils 
on the roll, 17 being treaty Indian children, and 12 
non treaty children. of these, there were present 6 
treaty Indian pupils, and 11 non treaty pupils. The 
attendance had been very good until the 9th April, but 
after Waster, the attendance of treaty children dropped 
greatly, due no doubt to the parents taking the children 
with them when they went trapping muskrate. There Was 
but one non treaty pupil Bbdsent. 


Two registers are kept, one for treaty Indian 
pupils, and the other for non treaty pupils. Both these 
registers were well kept and marked up to date. 


The appearance of all the pupils was good. 
wek@ well clotned, and clean. 

The school building, and its equi mnt were 

condition, excepting for rather 
inside, which I would recommend c<alsomining- This woulda 
(reatiy improve the appearance of the room, and brighten 
the place Up. 


The pupils, and the teacher Miss Bvelyn Cope, 
are doing good work, and the pupils’ work shows some 
improvement. The reading of the non treaty children was 
good, but that of the treaty Indian children was poor.

I inspected the Jack River Church of England Combined 
Indian Day School. 


There were 40 pupils enrolled at this 
school, including both treaty Indians and Non-treaty 
pupils. The register was marked up to date. 


At the time of my visit, there were BB 33 
pupils present; 14 being treaty Indian children, 
and 19 non-treaty, comprising all grades from 
Beginners to Grade 8, excepting that there were 
no Grade 6 pupils. 


The schoars were clean, tidy, and fairly 
well clothed. The schoolroom itself was untidy 
and very dusty, which, as the teacher Mr Alan Cheales 
explained was due to the fact that it had not yet 
been properly cleaned up since the Christmas concert. 


Reading aloud, by all the grades was very 
creditable, the pupils speaking out quite distinctly. 


The book work, and work at the blackboard 
was fairly good; the book work being the better both 
in accuracy and neatness. 


The teacher, Mr Alan Cheales appears to 
be very interested in his work, and thorough in his 
teaching. 


A number of the Indian pupils had lost 
some school days of late, owing to sickness.

However, as there 
was no possibility of doing this, and receiving a reply from 
the Department in time, Mr Cheales took the matter into his 
own hands and secured Mr Sunde's services during his absence 
in Winnipeg, to be ordained as a Deacon.

Dear Sir: 


I am in receipt of your letter of the 7th 
ultimo enclosing a suggestion made by Mr. A.B. Cheales, 
teacher of the Jack River C.8. combine’ school. 


Recently the Department received a report from 
Inspector Hamilton regarding his recent visit to this 
school and in it he states that the enrolment inoludes 
14 Treaty Indien children and 36 halfbreeds. He further 
advises that Mr. Cheales devotes most of his time to 
teaching halfbreed children. Actunlly these are not our 
responsibility and Mr. Hemilton has been fnstructed to 
confer with the Provinetal Nducetion Department with a 
view to ascertaining what assistance they are in 
the condueting of this school. If the sugeestion o 
Mr. Cheales were approved it would mean that we would have 
another residential school at Jack River. On first eon- 
sideration 1t looks quite easy to house 10 or 12 ohildren 
in the building te whieh Mr. Gheales refers but many 
complications would immediately arise if such a programme 
were adopted. 


Taking everything into consideration the Depart~ 
ment, at the present time, is extremely unfavourable to 
this proposal. 


If you consider it advisable we might provide a 
small amount to serve a midday meal for the Treaty Indian 
ehiléren but the difficulty in this matter is that the 
Department does not consider itself res ible for 
eupplyine @ midday meal for all the shildren who attend 
this school and there might be trouble if the Treaty Indian

JACK RIVER DAY SCHOOL 


There are a number of Indian children in the 
vicinity of our school who have no mother and whose father 
is often away trapping. Not only do these children lack 
nourishment and clothing to enable them to attend school, 
but in addition, the roads here during a rainy season are 
very poor. We have one motherless little girl of five years 
of age living with us now, and there are at least ten others 
of school age -- the Robertson family and others who have been 
unable to attend this term. 


Now we have a good, two story building here just 
beside the school which could easily be made somfortable. We 
use it as a carpenter shop. Our plan is to take these children 
in and make this building a home for them, for the whole school 
term -~- September to June, if possible, or at least during the 
break up and freeze up. 


My mother, Mrs. Cheales, is quite willing to super- 
vise this endeavour, and will be ably assisted by reliable 
native women of our church. 


We have a considerable amount of bedding on hand, 
and I am sure the fathers would volunteer to come and make bunks, 
chairs or any such. 


Will you kindly let us know at an early date just 
whet assistance, if any, your Department would give us in such 
an endeavour. It is not to be a boarding school but simply a 
sort of home for chiefly motherless children enabling them 
to secure proper care and schooling. 


Will you please consider this plan and if at all 
possible, if you could allow us anything, any amount at all 
for each child we could take in kindly let us know just what 
you could contribute. 


If you could at least give your sanction to this 
plan, and same aid, we could very likely obtain more aid by 
contributions from our Church and other sources.

There is available for the school this 
year Eskimo bisevits to the extent of 600 lbs. and 
I can see no serious objection to your suggestion that, 
in addition to the biscuits, a drink of cocoa should 
be provided. You might make arrangements for the 
purchase of this cocoa, locally. These supplies are 
provided on the distinct understanding that they are 
for the use of Indian children and Indian children only. 
It would be in my judgment a rather serious matter if 
& report got around thet the Federal Government was 
providing noondey lunches for half-breed children 
anywhere in the northern sections of the prairie 
provinces.

I desire to acknowledge the receipt of your 
letter of October 17, which has just reached the 
Department,in connection with the September return 
of the Jack River C.EZ. Combined School. 


As you remark in your letter the attendance 
at this school was very poor during the Sept ember 
quarter. Has the attendance increased during the 
December quarter? Please make inquiries with a view 
to advising me the exact number of Indian children 
and non-Indian children enrolled at this school during 
the December quarter. 


For your information I may say that Inspector 
Hamilton interviewed the Department of Education at 
Winnipeg last summer but was unable to obtain any 
assurance that the Provincial authorities would make 
a larger grant than they are making at the present tine. 


You might also state if the attendance of 
Indian children is likely to increase at this school. 
If not the Department would hardly be justified in con- 
tinuing its grant for the small number of Indian children 
mentioned in your letter. When your reply is received it 
may be necessary for us to intimate to the Department of 
Education that unless they increase their allowance to 
this school and thereby enable us to reduce our payment 
in view of the small number of Indian children this 
Department will find it necessary to discontinue all 
payments to the Jack River C.E. School.

I beg to acknowledge receipt of Mr R.A.Hoey's 
letter No; 123-7-1 of the 29th December, in connection 
with the small average attendance, during the September 
quarter, at the Jack River C of E Combined “School. 


In reply, I may say that during the December 
quarter, the average attendance increased to 7.89, from 
2.26 for the September quarter. This average attendance 
of 7.89, is the highest it has been during the past 
calendar year, but the average attendance for the whole 
year, from Jan: lst to Dec: 31st 1939, is only 4.58. 


During the December quarter, there were on 
the roll, 12 Indian pupils, and 27 non-Indian pupils. 


The Anglican Cammunity here is small, comprising 
32 families, consisting of 121 individuals, 25 of whom 
are of school age, and several of those of school age are 
enrolled at the Norway House Residential School at present. 
These figures are taken from the Census, taken last treaty 
time, and would, I think, indicate that the attendance of 
Indian children at the C of E School is not likely to 
increase very much. By far the greater part of the teacher' 
time is devoted to the teaching of non-Indian pupils, Ma 
as there are more than twice as many of them.

I expect that your proposed change in allowance 
to Jack River School will seriously affect their financing 
because it will cut their receipts from you and this Depart- 
-ment to about $460.00. Apparently they have used over a 
thousand dollars a year to operate --- our grant has been 
$360.00. On enrolment basis the per capita then has been 
approximately $27.00, and the per capita cost on the average 
attendance has been just a little over $41.00. 


This school is not an organized school district 
under this Department at all. We have in ite vicinity the 
School District of Norway House under an Official Trustee, 
Mr. Stevenson, who collects taxes from the property owers 
in the area, All we oan do is to continue to treat Jack 
River school as we do all these isolated groups of chil dren; 
namely, assist the children on a ae érant basis. The

It is obvious that the Dominion was paying 
more than its share of the cost of operating this mhool, 
but the new rate of $20.00 per capita on an average 
attendance basis is less than half of the cost of last year.

School 
it fe found thet the average attendance of Indian 
children during the calendar year 1939 was only 
4.58. Under these circumstances the amount allowed 
by this Department ia greater than the attendance 
warrants. As «@ matter of fact Inspector Hamilton 
has been in communication with the Department of 
#ducation at Winnipeg and in a letter written to 
Mr. Hamilton it was stated that "It is obvious 
that the Dominion was paying more than ite share 
of the cost of operating this school". ‘The 
Department wishes to deal fairly with all parties 
concerned but, as pointed out above, expenditures 
must be reduced and consequently it has been 
decided that for the acadenie year 1940-4] we can 
only allow an amount of $175.00 toward the salary 
of the teacher at this sehool.

We had already been advised that the school year 
for all Indian Day Schools was to be reduced to nine months, 
thus rather seriously affecting the income of missionary- 
teachers in those schools, hence it was with some alarm that 
I learned from you that the salary of the teacher at Jeck 
River for the academic year 1940-41 was to be more seriously 
affected in that the Department would allow only $175.00 as 
against $650.00 formerly paid towards salary. 


I was not aware that the average attendance of 
Indian children at this school stood at the low figure of 4.58; 
the report for the Fiscal Year ending March Slst,1939 shows 
the average for this school as 7, hence there must have been 
a falling off in the meantime, 


Owing to our severely strained financial circumstances 
your deeision to thus reduce the grant greatly imperil our work 
at Jack River, although it does seem that the Department has being 
paying more than ite share of the cost of this school in view of 
the small attendance of Indian children. I hesitate to plead for 
re-consideration, but it would be much appreciated if such could 
be done, and the amount allowed for 1940-41 be increased. 


Would you suggest thet the Department of Edueation of

Dear Mr. Rogers: 


I have for acknowledgment your letter of 
the Sth instant, in which you seek additional information 
with respect to the grant allowed by this Branch to the 
Jack River Combined Day School. 


A report received by this Department from 
Inspector Hamilton, dated January 17, 1940, indieates 
that the average attendance of Indian children at this 
school amounted to 4.56. At that time we were allowing 
a grant of $650.90 a year to this school and, in addition, 
were purchasing annually a supply of Eskimo bisevits and 
cocoa for the Infian pupils. 


Our estimates this year have been drastically 
reduced, with the result that all Indian sehools in the 
Dominion will operate this year on a 9 month rather than 
a 10 month basis. It will not be possible, therefore, 
for us to increase our allowance to the Jaek River Sehool. 


The matter of providing education for half- 
breed children is one that has been reviewed from time to 
time, particularly by the educational authorities in 
Alberta, but so far no definite decision has been reached. 
The term "Half-breed" in my judgment ts somewhat unfortunate. 
The inhabitants of Canada are either citizens in the usual 
sense that we speak of citizens or Indians as defined by

Referring to our correspondence of the month of 
May with reference to the Jack River C.E.Combined School. 


I have recently returned from an official visit 
to our mission of Jack River, Norway House where I met 
and discussed both the Church and School work with our 
missionary-teacher, the Rev. A. B. Cheales and with his 
people, urging the latter among other things to send their 
children to school. 


My latest first hand information proves beyond 
doubt the insufficiency of the combined grant to provide 
for this school. I have taken up the matter with the Dept. 
of Education of the Province of Manitoba, but their 
regulations do no permit them to increase their grant, 
Which consiéts of $2.00 per day for 160 days. They suegest 
the formation of a School District, but as there is already 
one such school at Norway House, this is out of the question. 
The Rev. A. B. Cheales is a fully qualified teacher, and now 
holds interim First Clase Certificate which next year will 
become permanent. He does his own cartaking of the school 
and has everything in good order. The grant now made by your 
department, viz. $175.00 per year would not do more than pay 
a caretaker, It is true the attendance of Indian children has 
been small, largely because of the indifference of the Indians, 
and the fact that there is no truant officer, and the teacher 
has to gather them in as well as teach. You have an excellent 
school building at Jack River and there are ample children. 


May I respectfully suzgest that special consideration 
be given to the metter of the grant. I realise the need of 
economy, but I am most anxious that this worthy work shall be 
continued with efficiency, and if you could possibly increase 
the grant, say to $500.00 I would further urge that Indian 
children be pressed to attend in greater numbers. ;

I have your letter of the 2nd instant 
enclosing copy of letter received from Mr. A.B. Cheales, 
teacher of the Jack River C.E. Combined Day School. 


In Mr. Cheales' letter it is stated that 
in the past four years there has been an attendance 
of from 12 to 15 Treaty children during the winter 
months. This information differs materially from that 
contained in letters received from Indian Agent Lazenby 
dated October 17, 1939, and January 17, 1940. In the 
former letter Mr. Lazenby pointed out that the average 
attendance of Indian children for the academic year 
1938-39 was only 5.64 and in the letter of January 17, 
1940, Mr. Lazenby stated that the average attendence of 
Indian children for the calendar year 1939 was only 
4.58. He also pointed out in thet letter that the 
greater part of the teacher's time was devoted to the 
teaching of non-Indian pupils as there were more than 
twice as many of them as there were Indian children. 


The reports submitted by Indian Agent Lazenby 
were carefully considered and we wrote to you on April 
13, 1940. Subsequently we corresponded with Rt. Rev. 
J. Lofthouse, D.D., Bishop of Keewatin, and it was 
finally decided that in view of the small proportion of 
Indian children compared to the number of non-Indian 
children attending this school the Department's grant 
of $650.00 a year to this school was too high and it 
was, therefore, decided to only allow grant of $175.00 
a year from September 1, 1940. The last letter we 
received from Bishop Lofthouse indicated that he was 
endeavouring to obtain a larger grant from the Depart- 
ment of Education for the Province of Manitoba.

Dear Sir:- 


As you are aware, Mrs. C. R,. Harbord has been 
teaching for three years at Jack River, Norway House combined 
Day School. I now have a letter from her in which she states 
that on account of domestic and other duties she cannot continue 
as teacher, and at this rather late date she asks me to send in 
a teacher for the coming Fall Tem. 


Her letter ts not in the nature of a formal resignation, 
but it is obvious she does not desire to continue as teacher. She 
is the wife of the missionary, and as such she has household and 
other duties which demand time and effort. I know she has found 
the work a strain upon her, and if it is possible I would 
recommend an independent teacher, but at this late date such is 
difficult to secure. 


Is it possible that you may kmow of a suifvable teacher 
who might desire a transfer, or one such who might be available 
for the Jack River Indian Combined School. As the school is so 
closely associated with the mission it would be advisable that 
the teacher be an Anglican. I am taking up the matter with the 
Manitoba Department of Education in the hope that they may be 
able to recommend a teacher.

I have your letter of the 18th 
instant, with reference to the Jack River Combined 
8chool. It is noted that this building is owned 
by the Department and consequently your action in 
having the toilets repaired, at a cost of $15.00, 
is approved.

As you probably know, mr. Brisbin has moved 
from his position here to s4randon where he is undertaking the 
work of school inapection. So your letter of August 14th, re 
Jack River School, has gone unanswered until the present. 


As you are doubtless aware, this Department 
hae supported the Jack “iver School for many years in varying 
amounts, running as high as #466.00 in one year. In addition to 
the @ack River School, we maintain the Public School District of 
Norway House, which receives a large measure of provincial 
support, 


Recently in conversation with the teacher from 
the Norway House School, I gained the impression that this school 
is handicapped by the fact that a number of people who should be 
supporting it, are sending their childrento the Jack River 
School, with the result that the Norway House School is inadequately 
supported. ‘he hope at that time was expressed that a number of 
children now coming to Yack niver would attend Norway House and 
bring additional support to this public School district. sefore 
committing myself in the suggestion that the Department should 
wupply some desks, I would have to know more ah mt the aituat ion 
at Norway House Pyblie School.

There is no teacher's residence, and I 
further recommend that one be built, and that this be 
kept in mind when the post war building plan gets under 
way. I notice that no estimate has been made for such a 
residence.

J. LOFTHOUSE, D.D., 
Bishop of Keewatin, Bishopstowe, Kenora, Ont. 
dated October 10, 1945, 


I am sorry to have to inform you that for 
family reasons, Mr. J. P. Mullan withdrew from the 
appointment as Missionary-Teacher at Jack River, Norway 
House. He was to have gone from Winnipeg last week, and I 
was disappointed to learn by a letter written on the lst 
inst. that he could not undertake the work. An effort 
was made to secure another man who is interested, but 
after consideration he also decided for family reasons 
that he could not accept the position. 


Our major difficulties at the Jack River 
School are that there is no teacherage, hence if the 
mission is vacant, as it is at present, there is no 
accommodation for a teacher, and even if we have a 
missionary in residence it may not be convenient to 
provide board and room for a teacher. Under present 
conditions we could not send in a lady teacher. The 
second difficulty is the smallness of the grant for a 
teacher, which makes it necessary for the Church to 
provide the major portion of a teacher's Salary, even 
though it is at present a Combined School with an 
available grant of $320.00 per year from Manitoba Depart- 
ment of Education. If the school is to be continued it 
would appear that the Indian Affairs Branch should restore 
at least the former grant of pre war days.

Thank you for yours of the 16th ult. enclosing copy of 
a letter you have written to the Indian Affairs Branch with 
regard to the Jack River C of E Day School. 


Your recommedngation to the Branch have my fullest 
approval. Since 1940 when the Department seriously cut the 
grant for this school to a mere "pittance" we have laboured 
under difficulties, although we have tried to make it worth 
while for the wife of the missionary to teach séhool. On

6. This school is closed at present as there is no 
teacher, and under present conditions I doubt if one will be 
procurable, unless it is a misstonary who would tal over the 
school as a side line. This arrangement uld be unsatisfactory 
and unfair both to the children and the Missionary. 


There is no teacher's residence, and I further 
recommend that one be builf, and that this be Kent in mind 
when the post war building plan gets under way. I notice that 
no estimate has been made for such a residence. 


I trust that the foregoing will receive your 
sympathetic consideration.

On Sept 16th, 1945, I wrote a letter to the 
Indian Affairs Branch concerning the C of E Day Séhool 
at Jack River, a copy of which I enclose. To date I have 
received no reply to this letter. 


I also enclose a copy of a letter I received 
from the Rt Rev J. Lofthouse D.D., Bishop of Keewatin. 


Under existing conditions I doubt if it will 
be possible to procure a qualified teacher for this school, 


There are 62 Treaty Indian children who 
should be attending this school and the parent's repeat- 
ealy ask me when this school is to be opened. I have 
had several requests that their children be allowed to 
attend the &.C. Jack River Day Sehool, which is already 
crowded. 


On Oct lst I received a letter from Mr 
Phelan informing me that this procedure was contrary to 
the Indian Act and he drew my attention to subsection 
2 of Section 10. 


While carrying out the Family Allowance 
Registration for this agency I took a census of childven 
of school age; that is, of children born between 1929 and 
1939. There are 823 children of school age. There is 
school accommodation for 510 children, leaving a balance 
of 373 children for wiom there is no school accommodation. 
This figure does not include the 62 children of the Jack 
River C of EB Day Sehool which is dosed. 

The need for new schools in this agency 
is desperate. Several of our Day “chool buildings now 
in use are old, of log construction, inadequate and 
unsuitable, and should be condemned, 

Is there any indication as to when this 
Post-War Building Plan as outlined for the Norway House 
Indian Agency will be commenced,

It is noted 
om Mr. Poole’s application form that he has had one 
year's experience in teaching Indians.

My reference to travelling expenses of Mr. Poole 
as per letter of thie date enclosed brings to mind further 
expenses entailed during the past summer on Indian work. 


On July 4th I chartered a Norseman Aircraft out 
of Sioux Lookout for an extended visitation of our missions 
in the Big Trout Lake area, the round trip costing $946.92. 
On the in going trip I took Mr, Harold Garrett who was to 
teach school for the sumer at Trout Leake. This latter was 
service for the Indian Affairs Branch, for Mr. Gerrett had 
mo other means of getting in to Trout Lake. Such a trip for 
Mr. Garrett would have cost at least $100.00,

On July 28thJleft Churchill by chatered plane to 
Duck Lake, Caribau Post,to minister to our ipewyan Indians. 
At the request of the R.O.M.P.,who act for the Indian affairs 
Branch, I took in a supply of medicines for the Indians, and 
on return I brought out a sick woman and her child for 
hospitalisation at Churehill. That trip cost $191.25. 


I had of course to take thesé trips in the performance 
of my duties, and I rejoice to be of service to our Indian people, 
I feel that the Department should know that the Church renders 
euch service where and whenever possible thereby saving some 
expense for the Department. In view of the above I hope it may 
be possible for the Indian Affairs Branch to at least pay the 
travelling expenses of the teacher proceeding to Norway House.

I beg to forward herewith the Teacher's 
Return for the Jack River ¢ of ® Day School for the 
quarter ending 50th September 1934, and to explain 
that this return is late being forwarded on account 
of there being no forms on which to make the return, 
until some could be obtained from Ottawa. There were 
no forms on hand when I came to Norway House on lst 
October. 


This return is the first that Miss Cope, 
the present teacher, has made out, and some errors 
were made which I have endeavoured to correct. 


It will be noted that the names of 11 
pupils that are not Indians, have been included in 
the return. I have advised the teacher to write in 
only the names of Indian pupils, and to note in the 
Remarks column, how many non-treaty pupils there are 
attending the school in addition. Half the pupils 
attending this school at the present time are not 
Indian children. 


I have made out a specimen return for 
the teacner, for her future guidance. 


I trust that the instructions I have 
given Miss Cope, 4s above noted, will be approved.

dast fali in an interview 1 had with Mr. Russeli 
T. Ferrier I brought before him the need of a new building 
for the day schooi at B Jack River, Norway House. This 
smait building was erected more than twenty years ago and 
has been steadiiy used for school purposes for the Indians 
of the Angiican Mission with excelient resuitse. The buiid- 
ing is now reaiday unfit for use without considerable ex- 
penditure being made upon it which could hardly be justi- 
fied. This is, I believe, admitted by the Indian Agent and 
by Mr. Ferrier who has seen the building. Our Missionary 
Rev.J.¥,/,Marshali has written me asking me to bring the 
matter before the Department with a view to securing, if 
possible, immediate action. The schoo. buiiding is on Mission 
property which is the most convenient location for the 
children and also for the teacher who is able to board with 
the Missionary, which is most important especially when, as 
for some time past, the tedcoher is a lady. In case any diffi- 
culty should arise in the Department putting a schoo. upon 
Mission property, we woudd be quite wilsing to give such 
rights to the pepartment in respect to the property used for 
the school as might be necessary. 

I may say that I was much impressed when visiting 
the Mission last August to find practically ali the young 
people able to understand and speak English and I under- 
Stand this has been largely due to the good work dene in the 
schoot during the last twenty years. 

May I ask your kind consideration to this request. 
Provision should be made for suitabie accommodation for the 
chiitdren when the schoou Te-assemoies after the summer va~ 
Cation, and if this is to be done the work should be put in 
hand very soon. Shoudd it be lecided that a new building

Under date of May 30th, 123-7~-5 

in reference to a proposed new building at the Jac 

dian Day School, near Norway House. While the Department 

g unable to provide for this cause during the current year, 
you state that it would be advisable for us to arrange for &he 
transfer of a site as a special effort is to he made to have 
funds provided for a new school building next year. 

I am advised by the Rev.Mr.Marshall that the 
property of the Jack River Mission was separated from the Indian 
reserve in 1910 by chief surveyor McLean. In 1916 this property 
consisting of about 33 acres was surveyed on the request of 
Mr.Marehall by Mr.Deans, D.L.8.. No titles have as yet been granted 
in that district and we seem to hold the land only as squatters. 
We have spent considerable money on a splendid Mission Mouse and 
Church building: would it be possible to secure the title to this 
property? We should be obliged if you could advise us what steps 
should be taken to this end, or if there is any possibility of 
the title being granted. If we held title to land we should 
be pleased to arrange transfer of a site for the school buildi: 

Mr. Marshall is anxious to have repairs made to 
the present school building\before another winter. He advises 
that no local authority has as yet been given for this work to 
be done, and he cannot proceed with the repairs w Mr.Agent 
Gprdon has been authorized to make the necessary expenditure. 
Perhaps instructions h 40 ard covering this matter; 
if not it would be e: uray > Mr.Marshall and his work if 
they could be sent for nerd as as possible, in order that 
the work may be completed before the school re-opens.

My dear Bishop,- 


Il am forwarding plans and specifications that I pro- 
cured from Dr.FPletcher of one of their one-roomed schools, 
highly recommended and approved by the Maniteba Kducational 
Department. 


The best figures I could get on the lumber alone was 
$1A75.00 f.a.b. at Selkirk. The other materials were too 
jumpy to be able to get a definite estimate, but 1 Was speak- 
ing to a comtractor who was building the same school with the 
exception of the porch and who said he only made wages on e- 
recting it for $3000. 


I would ratner the Indian Department aliowed us the 
privilege of buiiding this school so that we could utilize 
in the building itself the amount that usualiy goes as the « 
contractor's prefit. We also could use a number of our men, t 
the majority ef whem are willing to put in part time grutis 
if we are given the building of it. 


I would also recommenti that the foundation be carried 
down to make a proper basement which could be used as furnace 
room and place for the children to have their dinner as they 
are served a hot meal at noon. 


Il? we are allowed te build we could turn in all ace 
counts te the 1.D. effice so that it ceuld be seen that every 
dollar was used in the building, as we sorely need the buila- 
ing and would do all in our power to get it. We are now trving 
to make accommodation for 38 and there are more to come along 
as soon as the river becomes safe. It is not a fair proposi- 
tion te the children, teacher, or the mission workers to ask 
them to carry on in the present building when it has been 
condemned by the Department's own men for years.

I have your letter of the 3rd inst. with 
moe to the appropriation set aside for the building 
of a new school at Jack River in Norway House Agency, and 
note that plans are being forwarded to me under separate 
cover. These plans have not come to hand. 


In this connection I may inform you that 
I hawealready obtained a plan for thisschool from the 
Saskatchewan Government. Thig plan has been approved by it 
and is followed in the construction of the schoole throughout 
thie Province. I have also prepared a list of materia).,and 
have general arrangements for the construction of this school 
well under way. This plan, I consider, will admirably fill 
the requiremente at Gack River. I am arranging to send com- 
petent, reliable men*to do the work. I am not favorabiy 
disposed to appointing Rev. Mr. Marehall, the local Miseionery, 
to the position of building foreman. I do not know Mr. 
Marehall and therefore do not feel like taking the responsi- 
bility for work done under his supervieion. 


I certainly object to having anything to do 
with Mr. Indian Agent Gorden. Thies man has not been a 
success at anything he has undertaken.

T am writing this from the Mission House at Jack 
River, Norway House. 


The Rev.J.F¥.J.Marshall has shewn me correspondence 
he has recelved in connection with the erection of the new school, 


This correspondence raises two questions, One has 
to do with the plans, the Commissioner having submitted a plan 
useé by the Education Department of the Province of saskatchewan 
in place of that used by the Education Department of Manitoba 
which you notified me had been approved and edopted, Except in a 
few minor details which could be easlly adjusted there ts little 
to choose between as to the plans. The princtpal question ts 
whether, in view of the proposal to ask the Manitoba Education 
Department for a larger proportion of grant for the yearly ma in- 
tenance of the school, tt ts wise to reject thetr plan for that of 
another province, 


The more important question has to do with the re- 
quest which the Commissioner has made of the Rev.MrjMarshall to 
submit a tender in competition with regular contractors, Mr.Marshe 
all ts nt in a position to submit such a tender, nor am T prepared 
to permit him to take the position of a contractor, He is a Mlss- 
lonary, whose practical ability and experfenceas a builder its well 
known. He knows the conditions, He wants the school to be well 
bullt and that all the money spent in connection with tt shall go 
into the bullding. There will be no contractor's profits to be

Shortly after receiving this letter you 
wrote to me regarding the work of erecting a Day School 
at Jack River in the Norway House Agency, pointing out 
that there was an item of $4000 for the school. You 
went on to say that the missionary, Mr. Marshall, was 
& competent carpenter and builder, that he had forwarded 
to the Department, plans prepared by the Manitoba Dept. 
of Education, that your Architect had approved of these 
plans and then you forward them to me. 


I do not think it was fair in the first 
Place to ask me to take charge of the work and then say 
to whom it was to be handed over. However, I wrote 
Mr. Marehall and a copy of my letter and also a copy of 
his reply are attached herewith. I do not judge from 
his letter that he is all you say he is; in fact he 
might possibly be what is ordinarily known as a handy 
man at carpenter work, and a person would be taking 
@ great risk in placing the work in the hands of a man 
of this kind.

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I have already sent the material required for 
the building to Norway House. You will note that Mr. 
Marshall, the missionary, is quite clear and emphatic 
about the fact that he should be payed for handling it, 
that is unloading it from the boat. This is for you to 
decide whether he should or not. 


Had I not received your letter I would have 

had a man on the job today; as it is the work is being 
held up. Do you wish me to put thie work in the hands 

of Mr. Marshall, and will the Department pay the accounts 
\for construction. There will be no limit. Mr. Marshall 
was asked to submit a price and has not done so. I can 
build a school for lesa than $800.00 and keep under the 
amount authorized by the Department. 


It is regrettable that this delay has taken 
place.

[ have your letter of the 26th ulto., 
with reference to the building of the Jack River Day 
School, quoting an extract from a letter from the 
Bishop of Keewatin on this subject. I note from this 
extract that the Bishop objects to i Marshall sub- 
mitting a price for the work in connection with erect- 
ion of the building. 


It is really disappointing to get 
such a letter from you. In the first place I am given 
to understand that utmost economy is to be practiced 
this year in connection with our building programme 
and I am given the responsibility of erecting certain 
buildings; on the list is a Day School at Jack River. 
Later on you write me under date of May 3rd in connec- 
tion with this matter as follows:- 

" The Rev. Mre Marshall, the local Missionary, 
is a competent carpenter and builder and he 
has forwarded to the Department, plans 
prepared by the Manitoba Dept. of Education." 


By the time I received this letter I had already taken 
action by getting prices from the various lumber 
Companies, so that there would be no delay. I also had 
plans on the way to you for approval, which plans were 
practically the same as the ones later supplied by Mr. 
Marshall. There is surely no grounds for finding fault 
here. I objected strongly to Agent Gordon having any- 
thing to do with the work for good reasons. I pointed 
out that I did not know | Marshall and did not feel 
like taking the responsibility for handing the work 
over fo him without first knowing what the’ building would

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Was not this wise? How was I to know whether the building 
under this arrangement might not cost twice as much as it 
should, leaving it to Mr. Marshall, a man whom I didnot 
know; it was not business. Being @ competent carpenter, 
and as your letters distinctly said he would take over the 
work as foreman, and knowing that there were none other 
than Indian workmen at Norway House, I naturally thought 
he was going to work himself, as it would be absurd to 
have a man looking on at possibly two Indians or half 
bfeeds working and not taking a hand himself. 


Summed up the circumstances are as follows,- 


You placed the work of erecting this building in my hands. 
Later you advise me that Mr. Marshall, the Missionary, is 
a competent carpenter and that you believed he should be 
appointed foreman, and Agent Gordon to supervise. I 
objected to Gordon simply because I know the man's qual- 
ifications better than anyone in the Department. Your 
letter to me would indicate that it was your wish that 

I should hand the work over to Gordon and Mr. Marshall. 

I thought this unwise, and still think so. I wanted to 
find out where we would be in the matter of price and 

I wrote to Mr. Marshall, and it now turns out that 

His Lordship objects to Mr. Marshall tendering on the 
work only; there was no general contract. 


If the matter had been left with me, as I think 
it should have been, I would have sent in a competent 
man to do the work, who would have had an understanding 
with me before he left, and had this arrangement been 
carried out the responsibility would have been placed with 
me where it was intended it should be, I would have had 
the building under way, the Bishop would have beer sat- 
isfied and all would have been well. Is it business to 
place the responsibility of erecting buildings and then 
tell me whom I am to employ? 


You say it was never contemplated in any instance 
to ask for tendere for any of these buildings. I under- 
stand this, and tenders are not being asked for. the 
buildings. The regulations of the Purchasing Commission 
are being carried oute LTumber and material is bought 
after asking all dealers for prices. Plans are shown to 
carpenters and they giveg us a price for the completed 
work.

Hon. Charles Stewart - 


When we decided to erect a new day school 

buildiny at Jack iver for the Anglican Mission, we 
(Dec.29,/23) wrote Rt, Rev. A. D. Dewdney, Bishop of Keewatin, 

and told him it had been decided to erect the building 

and that the work would be done under the supervision 

of the resident missionary, Rev. Mr. Marshall, also 

that authority would be given to Mr. Agent Gordon 

to have the building erected. 


When we placed all building work in the 
Western Provinces in Mr. Graham's hands, sent him 
& special letter in connection with this matter and 
told him lir. Marshall was ac etent builder, and 
might be given the work, Mr. Ferrier, who visited 
this point two years ago, is able to certify to the 
ability of Mr. Marshall, who erected his own house, 
a@ commodious and comfortable dwelling at the Mission. 
Mr. Gra did not approve of this as he stated he 
we nothing of lin. Marshall and has no confidence 
whatever i Indian Agent. However he asked 
Marshall for a tender for the work, but Sishop Dew 
happened to be at Jack Head «& 1e time and would 
Marshall to go int ( ion with 
sontractors. t) op writes me under 
June 17th. :

j My. Marshall is not in 
position to s ic tender, nor am I prepared 
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to permit him to take the position of a contractor. 
He is @ missionary, whose practical ability and 
experience’ as a builder is well known. He knows 

the conditions. He wants the school to be well 
built and that all the money spent in connection with 
it shall go into the building. There will be no 
contractor's profits to be provided for, nor the 

cost of bringing in outside labour. Native help can 
be used in a way an outside contractor could not use 
it and the Indians would have work provided them 

in a slack season. The Mission also has equipment 
such as babge, horses, etc., used in the erection of 
our own buildings which would be available if Mr. 
Marshall erects the building." 


I find that His Lordship in anticipation 
of Mr. Marshall doing this work had sent in a student 
to assist him. Mr. Graham has purchased and sent 
in the lumber and I think under the circumstances 
as the Sishop has made these arrangements that we 
should allow Mr. Marshall to erect the building. 

The point is so remote,being north of Norway House 
on Lake Winnipeg, neither Mr. Graham nor any of his 
Inspectors can give personal gupervision.

Dear Mr. Bunn: - 


I received your letter of June 7th an¢ the material 

for the school building has come to nand by degrees. We have unload- 
ed it and carefully piled it. The cement we have placed well under 

cover on the site. The plaster material, since it will be some time 
before it is needed, we have put into our shed, together with the 
windows and doors and other hardware. We have the old school build- 
ing ripped down and everything ready to start as soon as we get 
word to go ahead. As you are well in touch with circumstances and 
conditions around this part you will under understand that sand will be 
needed for the foundations, and our nearest sand is eight miles 
away. We have a barge belonging to the Mission and we are hauling 

sand this week to put under the old school which we intend to re- 

erect and use as a parish hall. If we had had word as to what the 
Commissioner intends to do we eould have hauled sand for the school 
foundations but since he has allowed things to go so late into the 
season, haying time will be coming on and we ill be using the barge 
and horses at the hay meadows. Ags you are aware, but as others are 
not, there are only the Indian Agent's barge and our own in this part 
of the country, and the Agent's barge is at work every day getting in 
cordwood when the weather permits. Most of our men will be back 

at the end of this month ag fishing has been very poor and the fish 
companies are shutting down, We could utilize the work of these men 
who are good carpenters under supervision in helping to push on the 
erection of the school. I do not understand the ball-up on this 

echool affair. We had instructions from the Superintendant, Mr. VYuncan 
Scott in a letter to the Bishop to go shead with this work using our 
Indians and with myself looking after the wrk. then on the same mail 
\we had another from Vttawa saying that the mater had been referred to 
\Sommissioner Graham, and on the following mail we had one from Commis- 
\sioner Graham asking me to submit tenders for the labour. Ags you know, 
that would be an impossibility for me, breaking both the rules of the 
Church and those laid down for men working in the indian field, but as 
was stated to Mr. Scott by the Sishop, I was perfectly willing and am 
yet to carry on the work under the former pi of day labour, thereby 
giving our own men the benefit of the employgent and also saving the 
Department a considerable amount of expenses of higher paid men brought 
in from outside. 
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Nd In regard to the building, the plans were changed 
and Where was no provision made for the excavation of a basement. 
We have a team here at the mission which could take out sufficient 
for the furnace room, though the plans submitted call for a basement 
under the whole school which was to be used for the children getting 
their dinner as we supply them with a hot meal at noon, the cooking 
being done in our own house. This was to save dirtying up the school- 
room but as it would be useless to try and present the matter at the 
present time to the Commissioner, I made the offer to you by the 
Doctor that we ake out sufficient earth to make » furnace room and 
this would save in the heating plant by putting ina Pipeless furnace 
in the basement. I have made enquiry from every teacher coming in 
here in the last two years re the heater in the schoolroom and they 
have all said that they ge an absolute failure. VYne staying here at 
the present time from a consolidated school west of Winnipeg 
says that they ge ripping them out andputting a furnace plant in the 
basement. This was a school built only five years ago. You cannot 
force heat down, 

As you know, the scason here is retting on, and + 
would like you to look into these matters as I am almost sure thut 
the Commissioner at Regina has overlooked or forgotten us altogether, 
* am awaiting his reply before writing to him again. I answered his 
letter in June and I judge that he might think it impertinent if 4 
were to write him again. 


I know that you have our welfare at heart and | can 
trust you to do your best for us in the matter. If anything important 
turns up, if you telephone to Col. Stevenson of the Forestry Yepart - 
ment he would send a message through by wireless.

My dear Sir,- 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter in reply 
to mine of the 28th ulto, re schoolhouse at Jack River Mission, 
Norway House. I note that it is your intention to send a com 
petent foreman builder up there and that you expect the work 
will be completed in a workmanlike manner before cold Wweat her 
sets in. I trust this will be the Case, though, owing to the 
quite inexplicable delay that has already taken place, the re-aps 
opening of the school will be greatly postponed and the best tins 
time in the year for school attendance will be missed. 


I think it only right to point out that had the plans 
been Carried out adopted by the Deputy Supt. General, of which 
I was advised, as I was also advised of the suggestion passed 
on by him to you that the work should be done by day labour with 
Rev.Mr-Marshall as foreman, the work would by now have been well 
advanced and the proposed additional cost of sending in a man 
to do work, which would be well done by @ man on the spot, would 
have been avoided. Whatever the mix-up may be to which you refer 
neither the Church nor Mr.Marshall are responsible. We have done 
all we could to expedite matters and Mr.Marshall, with my full 
approval, has heen ready to give his services, and as I pointed 
out I have had a man there for a month and a half for the ex- 
press purpose of helping in the Mission work or as might be de~ 
sired that Mr.Marehall might be free to do the Work, for which 
he is quite competent although, as you say, you do not know him 
personally. 


Having decided to send in a man, | hope there will be no 
further delay. Mr.Marshall has been Waiting for six weeke for some 
word as to what was to be done. I think it only fair to him that 
you should acquaint hin of your decision and give him some idea 
as to when he may expect your foreman builder. It will be necess- 
ary for you also to take up with him the question of remuneration 
for the work he has done in receiving and caring for the material: 
which he was asked to receive and store.

i have your letter of the 28th ulto, regarding the erection 
of a school at Jack River, Norway House, Manitoba. 


I exceedingly regret that there has been a @ix-up over this 
matter. 


I received instructions from the Deputy Superintendent 
General informing me that it was the intention to erect a Day School 
at Jack River, and instructing me to proceed with the work. In this 
letter he mentioned the fact that Mr.Marshall would be Willing to 
undertake the supervision of the work. 


I had a certain amount of money allowed for this particular 
school. I bought the material after getting quotations from the 
various lumber dealers in Winnipeg and Selkirk. This material was 
shipped on my instructions to Norway House and addressed to Rev. 
Mc.Marehall. I wrote to Mr.Marshall with the intention of finding 
out what the actual labour on such a building would cost. Unfor- 
tunately the word “contract" was used in the letter. He replied 
to my letter saying he could not undertake any Contract but that 
he would supervise the work. 


We have in our employ Competent foremen builders; men who 
are Capable of building anything in that dine, and 
to send one of. these men up to do the 
work. and I can assure you 
that the work will be completed in a workmanlike manner before 
Cold weather sets in. 


I regret that there has been a mix-up in this matter, but 
it is through no fault of mine whatever. i 
personally and I do not feel that I could send a Competent buiider 
up there and asx him to take instructions from Mr.Marehall, in 
View of the fact that these men are entrusted here with responsi- 
bilities five and ten times as great as the work that we are to do 
at Norway House. 


I can assure you that the interests of the school will be 
Well looked after and hope that you have not been caused any very 
great inconvenience.

My dear Mr.Scott,- 


I regret to trouble you, but I have not received any 
answer to my letter of June 17th, written from Jack River 
Mission, Norway House, re the proposed schoolhouse. Mor has 
Mr.Mareshall, up to the date of the last Mail just out, had any 
word from the Commissioner at Regina to whom he wrote the same 
date as I wrote you. I have however received a letter from 
Mr.Graham in answer to inquiries I made of him about a week 
ago. I enclose a copy of his letter to me and of my reply. 


It is evident that the plan you adopted to build the 
school by day labour with Mr.Marshall as foreman and which 
you suggested to the Commissioner has been altered for some 
(I suppose) sufficient reason. Whatever the cause I am very 
sorry, but have no desire to go back of the facts. I am how- 
ever confronted by a situation arising out of the change. 
Acting on your decision to use Mr.Marshall I engaged a stu- 
ent for the summer to act as his assistant that he might be 
free to do the work as proposed. Naturally I expected Mr.Mar- 
shall to pay him out of his stipend as Missionary while re- 
ceiving wages as foreman. As things have proceeded the sea~ 
gon is half gone and so far, until I received the Commission~ 
er's letter to-day, we received no word, official or unofficial, 
as to what was to be done, leaving us in uncertainty but with 
financial obligations incurred in good faith. I consider that 
in some way or other compensation should be given to Mr.Mar- 
shall so that some part if not all of the cost involved in the 
engagement of this assistant should be provided. A good deal 
of work has been done in removing the old building, clearing 
up, and some excavation in preparation for the work on the 
achool site. There was no intention of making any charge for 
this work had your plan been carried out. As almost every- 
where in Indian work our men are ready to do far more in the 
interest of the Indians than is ever paid for. It is not fair 
that +imt they should be out of pocket or that the Church 
should be out of pocket in trying to carry out efficiently 
the plans of the Indian Department. I have felt it only right 
to bring this matter to your attention, assured that your 
fairness of mind will lead you to do your best to meet the 
situation in a reasonable Way.

When this matter was first tekken up between the 
Bishop of Keewatin and yourself, there were a number of things taken 
into conslderation which I have reason to belleve have not been passed 
on to Conmmisstoner Graham or are betng completely ltgnored by him, 


T am not ignorant of the difficulties between Ot tawa 
and Regina but do not see why we should be made the bone of content= 
fon as {t ts easlly to be seen tn the hogapital that ts beine erected 
at Norway House and the way we are being left without a school which 
should have been ready by Sept. lst. We have already taken down the 
Old one to clear the stte for the new. We have maintalned a school 

Re-tox twenty-five years and asked no hing towards upkeep and as 

Con sa we ask for a grant or a new one(which met with your approval 
4nd which we apprectated very much and which only means an outlay of 
‘four or five thousand dollars) our whole proposition ts turned down, 
buf when the school at Grogs Lake want about thirty-five thousand, 
Wm whole contract ts handed over to them withou® even a government 
thSpector, 


After spending fifteen years working with these people 
and ‘always upholding the government to them as being right, and in ged 
aseleting tn every way possible the Indlan and other Departments, 
one's confidence {ts broken by such treatment, I am not sore; I am 
beyond that but it makes one wonder if the Indian Department cares at 
all for the people who are Going the actual work among them, 


Our plans which you approved of and which others 
rejected have not emen been returned and I am responsible for them 


to the Manitoba Bducational Department, There has been no provision 
made in the new plans for a basement which was to be used for a 
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& place where the children could have their dinner, 
Og An prepared and provided at the Mission, not a 
lunch). We had promised to have the excavation taken out by our 
own team, which is already done, but on the order are only seve 
enty-five bags of cement, suffictent only for a floating found~- 
ation which you will note in my letter to Mr, Bunn, 


T was not asking for the erection of this school 
to be given into our hande for personal gain but that our people 
might have the benefit and experience, but all government seeng 
‘to be given tnto the hands of outsiders and some not desirable 
citizens, foreigners; and the Missions and the Hudson's Bay Co, 
are the only ones who use native labour when building, 4 good many 
of our men were willing to give two days each gratis, and then 
again what is the uge of Misetons teaching our younger ones carp- 
entry, when, as they say themselves, when there fe a board bulldigx 
to be erected they do not get a chance to hammer a nail, 


There are privileges enjoyed among ourselves which 
cannot be obtained by money and which &° @ great way towards keep- 
ing an isolated coumuntty together, At the present time Tf am using kh 
the Hudson's Bay Manager's gasoline boat for towing the Darge and 
have hauled some sand expecting to continue with the bullding, 1 
Cannot use this boat to haul sand for a contractor, 


4s you will see tn mr, Bunn's letter rf am asked to 
See that all material ts Gared for, and Commissioner Graham states 
in his that he would be glad tf fT hauled the sand to the site, but 
inf nelther letter ts mentioned where I am to get the monry from 


to pay for this work, Up to the present T have carried out as far 
as IT oan thelr requests but T have come to the end of my own rea~ 
ourges. We could have been uaing the men's time, my own, and the 
funds on rebuilding the ola School, as we antlelpate doi for 
Parish Hell, and we would then have had a Place for the ohliaren 
when the tem begins. As tt is now there will be extra labour 
trying to arrange some place for them, 


AS you will note any men who could arrive here 
now, could not possibly come before next boat, August 13th, and 
then sand has to be hauled, weather permitting, One could not 
pull out for the lake this week with the high winds blowing, What 
T have done already for my own use has been done at night, 


T hope, sir, that y thle for-~ 
wardness on my part, y w we are the ones who have 
the most at stake, 8 work, and with all previous 
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wrlt ~-thing has been done, 

The whole community would be glad to see you, if 
you wish to spend a week's holiday, It would be a great change 
for yourself and a benefit all round, There ts good accomodation

I recetved your letter of June 7th and the mater- 

{al for the achool building has come to hand by degrees, We have 
unloaded it and carefully piled it, The cement we have placed well 
under cover on the site. The plaster material, since {t will be 
some time before it is needed, we have put into our shed; together 
with the windows and doors and other hardware, We have the old 
school building ripped down and everything ready to start as soon 
ag we get word to go ahead, As you are well in touch with olreum- 
stances and conditions around this part, you will understand that 
sand will be needed for the foundations, and our nearest sand ta 
etght miles away, We have a barge belonging to the Mission and we 
are hauling sand this week to put under the old sehool which we 
intend to re-ereet and use as a parish hall, If we had had word 
as to what the Commissioner intends to do, we could have hauled 
sand fob the school foundations, but sinee he has allowed things 
to 8 7°. late into the season; pay lng time yin be coming on and 
we 1l be uging the barge and horses at the y meadows, As you 
are aware, but as othera are not; there are only the Indien Agent's 
barge and our own in this part of the country, and the Agent's 
barge ts at work every day getting itn cordwood when the weather 
exmmits. Most of our men will be back at the end of this month aa 
ishing has been very poor and the fish compantes are shutting 
dowm, We could utilize the work of these men, who are good carp-~ 
enters under supervision, in helping to push on the erection of 
the school. I do not under stand the ball-up on this school affain 
We had instructions from the Supertntendant, Mr, Dancan Scott in 
® letter to the Bishop to go ahead with thie work, using our 
Tndtans and with myself looking after the work, Then on the same 
matl we had ae letter from Ottawa Saying that the matter had been 
referred to Commtusioner Graham, and on the following mall we 

had ome from Commissioner Graham asking me to submit tenders for 
the labour, As you know, that would be an imposalbility for me, 
breaking both the rules of the Church and those latd down for 
men working im the Indlan fleld, but as was stated to Mr scott 
by the Blahop, I was perfeotly willing and am yet to carry on the 
work under the former plan of day labour, thereby giving our own 
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men benefit of the employment, and also saving the Department 
ao Table amount in the expenses of higher paid men brought in 
from \ Fis lde, 


Tm regard to the building, the plans were changed 
and there was no provision made for the exoavation of a basement, 
We have a team here at the Mission which could take out sufftotent 
for the furnace room, though the plans submitted call for a basement 
under the whole school which was to be used for the children getting 
their dinmer, as we supply them with a hot meal at moon, the cooking 
being done im our own house, This was to save airtying up the school 
room but as {t would be useless to try and present the matter at the 
present time to the Commissioner, I made the offer to you by the 
Doctor that we take out sufficient earth to make a furnace room and 
this would save tn the heatin ¢ plant by putting in a plpeless furn- 
ace in the basement, I have Made enquiry from every teacher coming 
in here in the last two years re the heater in the schoolrcom and 
they have all sald that they are an absolute fatlgre, One staying 
here at the present time from a consolidated school near Winnipeg 
gays that they are ripping them out and putting a furnace plant in 
the basement, This was a schoolm bullt only five years ago. You 
canmot force heat down. 


As you know, the seagon here tis getting on, and I 
would like you to look into these matters as I am almost sure that 
the Commissioner at Regina has overlooked or forgotten us altogether 
T am awalting hie reply before writing him again, I answered his 
letter tn June and I judge that he might think {tt impertinent tf r 
were to writehim again, 


IT know that you have our welfare at heart and T can 
trust you to do your best for us in the matter, If anything important 
turns up, tf you telephone to Colonel Stevenson of the Forestry

that the amount requested by you is being included in a 
cheque which is being sent you to cover freight charges. 


Mr. Inspector Hamilton, of Winnipeg, will be re- 
quested to arrange for the purchase and forwarding to you 
ef the number of biscuits, cups, pails, scrub brushes, axes, 
broome and towelling, required for the Indian echools. 


Regarding the quantity of wood required and the 
emount for general expenses, janitor's services, etec., you 
should forward vouchers, in the usual manner, for the ex- 
penditure incurred for the above purposes for eech of the 
schools, separately. We have a blanket encumbrance here for 
the expenditure required for the wood ami janitor services. 


I may say that, as our funds are extremely limited 
this year, we will be umable to authorize the repairs re- 
quired at Oxford House, the painting at the Jack River C. E.

I would refer the Department 
to Mr. Dunlop's report in connection with attendance. 

The interior wall of the school is very dirty. 
It was erected some nine years ago, and no interior decor- 
ation has yet been carried out. The school is also badly 
in need of exterior painting. The original coat of paint 
hag almost entirely disappeared. The blackboard is badly 
pitted and should be repaintéd. This repair should be 
carried out this fall if at all possible. 

The building is heated by a furnace in the base- 
ment, and I underetand the building is quite comfortable. 


Biscuite and soup are served the ohildren at noon.

I beg to report that on the 17th instant 
I inspected the Roman Catholic? Indian Day School on 
the Jack River. 


There are 15 pupils on the roll at this 
school, 7 of whom are non-treaty, and the average 
attendance is fair. 


The pupils were all very clean and well 
clothed. 


The teacher, Reverend Sister St Patrick, 
is new to the work among Indian children, but is very 
keenly interested in it and is doing well. The 
discipline was very good indeed. 


The school building was perfectly clean 
in every part, and all the equipment well cared for. 


During the summer of 1934 a new dormitory 
Was completed in the upper floor of the building, with 
the idea of having resident ,upils, and the Principal, 
Rev; Albert Chamberland 0.M.I. requests the approval 
of the Depar ant to tne use of this dormitory, ad 
thus making this school into a Residential School. 


For the better information of the De part- 
ment, I am attaching hereto a rou zu sketch of a cross 
section, and the floor lay-out of the dormitory in 
question. [he area of the floor, excluding the dormer 
Windows, of which there are four, is 27'-0" X 58'-o0" 
and the height of the ceiling is from 31-0" at the 
Walls, sloping up to 7'-0" as the maximum height.

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There are 13 beds installed in this 
dormitory at the present time, but I understand that 
the idea is to have 20 beds eventually. 


There is a toilet built into the wall 
near the stairs, which is a very small place, being 
no larger than a fair sized packing box. There is 
@ stall ventilator installed in the ceiling of the 
Coilet, leading to the outside through the roof. 


I may say that I have been discussing this 
matter with Dr Turpel, and he expresses the opinion 
that there is not sufficient space in this dormitory 
to accomodate 20 pupils and keep the air in it as 
fresh as it should be kept, especially when the 
tendency of these Indian children to T.B. is taken 
into consideration. 


I snould be glad if the Department would 
advise me of its opinion in regard to this dormitory.

Sirs 


I have your letter of the 21st ultimo, report- 
ing on your inspection of the Jack River R, C. Indian 
Day School and enclosing a sketch of a dormitory that 
waa completed last summer on the upper floor of the 
building, with the idea of having resident pupils. The 
Department is pleased to note that the day school is 
making progress and that the building is in good@ con- 
dition and all equipment well cared for. 


Regarding the new dormitory, I would say that, 
from the information and sketch which you forwarded, 
the Department is not favourably disposed to the use of 
same as sleeping accommodation for Indian children as 
there is considerable fire hazard. Please furnish 
further particulars regarding the stairway leading up 
to the dormitory and state if you consider same to be 
satisfactory in allowing the pupils easy access to and 
from the dormitory, You should also furnish full 
particulars as to the fire escape arrdnheements. It is 
noted from the sketch that there are double doors leadine 
to a platform, with pole fire escape. 


From the dimensions fiven of the dormitory, it 
noted that there would be air space available for 

approximately ten pupils. In the event of the dormitory 
being used, it is doubtful if the Department would have any 
funds to provide a grant towards the maintenance of any 
number in excess of the grant now allowed for the children 
attending the residential school at that point. As you 
may be aware, the Department provides a per capita crant 
for 30 pupils, approximately 10 of whom are at Cross Lake 
and 20 at Jack River. 


I shall be pleased to have your opinion rerardine 

suitableness f the dormitory on the upver floor of the 
school building from a health stan oint, also regard-

I beg to report that to-day I visited the 
Jack River R.C.Indian Day School, and made another 
inspection of this school, particularly in connection 


with the new dormitory, in accordance with instructions

The whole school tnroughout, was in very 

clean and orderly condition. There were 29 pupils 

present in the classroom, all clean and well clothed, 


22 of whom were in residence in the building. The 
classroom register was marked up to date. 


With regard to the stairway leading up to 
the new dormbtory from the floor below, I beg to say 
that this is a ‘closed' stair well in the upper half. 
Tne distance between the walls of this Stair well, is 
but 27 inches, with the stairs cetween, which is 
extremely narrow of course. There are 15 steps, the 
lowest three or four turning at a right angle into the 


corridor of 1e floor below the dormitory. Tne ceiling 
of the dormitory is only about 5* 4# above the top ste, 


of the stairs, oO tnat @ grown person must Stoop down 
wnen going on to the stairs from the dormitory, in 
order tO avoid knocking the head against the ceiling. 
After descending two or three steps however, one can 
Walk upright the rest of tne Way Gown the stairs Tf 
there were 20 pupils sleeping in this Gormitory, ( as 
requested by the Principal), and a fire should occur 
in such @ Way as to block access to the fire escape 
pole, these stairs would, in my Opinion, prove very 
inadequate to evacuate the pupils from the dormitory, 
especially if any panic should occur. 


With regard t the fire escape arrangements,

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as shown on the sketch J forwarded with my letter of 
the 2ist January last, there is a double door at one end 
of the dormitory in question, which leads on to a small 
platform. There is a hole in this platform, through 
which there is a 1% inch pipe pole, descending to a 
Similar platform at the floor below, from which there 
is a 2 inch pipe pole to the ground. At the time of 
my January inspection of this school, the double doors 
leading from the top (new) dormitory to the fire escape 
platform, were frozen so that they could not have been 
opened in case of a fire, excepting with the use of an 
axe. These doors were frozen again to-day, but not 

so badly, as they were openeu with a little extra 
exertion. 30th the Principal and the Sister juperior 
informed me that the pupils are all adept in sliding 
down the fire escape poles, using them as ameans of 
reaching tne ground at any time, instead of roing 

jown the stairs. 


There are three hand fire extinguishers, of 
about 2g gallon capacity, in the OuUullding, one in the 
Casement, one in the kitchen, and one on tue first 
floor. There is no extinguisher on the floor where 
the new dormitory is located. There snould be, I 
consider, at least two more extinguishers of 2% gallon 
Capacity, and about 6 small ones on the walls of this 
building, located in various easily reached positions, 
as there is_no water system for fire protection. The 
risk of fire from the chimneys is, T consider, very 
small. There are but two chimneys; one from the kitchen 
and one from the fires in the boiler roon. 30th chimneys 
are well built of stone and brick, and both are located 
outside of the building. 


Considering the new dor itory from the stand- 
point of the health of the pupils I cannot think that 
2648 Suitaole, owing Lts very low ceiling, and the 
great tendency of these children to Tuberculosis. I 
may say also, that I ave consulted with Dr Turpel, and 

4 Wito me in this. ‘here are 15 beds in this 
at the present time. 


Y mention that the Reverend 


informed 
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informed me, while discussing the matter of this new 
dormitory to-day, that last year, the Department had 
promised the Rev; #ather Lajeunesse, that the grant 
for this school would be increased, if a new dormitory 
were provided to accomodate additional pupils.

about @ix miles from the school, The band often want 
medicines but cannot get it from the teaphey as he is 
too far away, 

I visited the school house and found it locked 
up tight. <A former teacher named Martell, a brother of 
the present Iteacher, broke up a garden close to the school, 
had it ni@ely fenced, and it was a credit to the reserve, 
At the time of my visit the garden was a mass of weeds and 
most of the fence Was broken down. This speaks badly for 
the present teacher and is a very bad example for the
